40  S.  B.  Missionaries 
Remain  In  China 

RICHMOND,  Va— (RNSi— The 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  has 
announced  that  40  men  and  women 
missionaries  of  the  Board  voluntar. 
ily  remain  in  Communist-held  Shang¬ 
hai  and  its  vicinity.  Forty-five  others 
are  continuing  work  in  South  China. 

”We  regarded  the  coming  Commu¬ 
nist  occupation  as  inevitable,”  Dr. 
Baker  James  Cauthen,  secretary  for 
the  Orient,  advised  the  Board  from 
Shanghai.  ‘  For  months  we  had  made 
every  possible  preparation.  Mission¬ 
aries  had  weighed  carefully  the  is¬ 
sues  involved  in  going  or  staying  and 
each  one  knew  that  the  decision  he 
reached  through  his  best  judgment 
and  impressions  of  divine  leadership 
would  meet  with  the  full  support  of 
the  Foreign  Board.’’ 

The  29  missionaries  now  in  Shang¬ 
hai  and  the  11  others  stationed  in 
China  were  prepared  for  the  emer¬ 
gency.  Ample  food  supplies  had  been 
laid  in,  fuel  for  next  winter  purchased 
and  delivered,  personal  funds  for  a 
three-months  period  secreted,  and 
emergency  medical  supplies  stored.  A 
local  doctor  had  been  engagd  to  take 
care  of  all  medical  needs  of  the  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

The  Board,  through  its  Orient  sec¬ 
retary,  left  the  decision  about  evacu¬ 
ation  entirely  to  each  missionary.

Dr.  John  W.  Bradbury,  editor 
•f  The  Watchman  -  Examiner, 
largely  circulated  Northern  Bap- 
tiat  paper  wrote  hr  follows  con¬ 
cerning  the  Convention  at  Okla¬ 
homa  City: 

“Southern  Baptists  made  a  great 
evangelistic  impact  on  Oklahoma 

City  people.  ...  It  is  impossible  for  growing  zeal  and  devc 
10,000  enthusiastic  evangelical  Word  of  Cod  which 
church  members  to  come  into  a 
city  and  not  affect  its  life.  Bell¬ 
boys,  porters,  waitresses,  sales¬ 
people.  businessmen,  and  even  po¬ 
licemen  were  recipients  of  Chris¬ 
tian  testimony  and  personal  soul¬ 
winning. 

“The  decision  of  the  Convention 
to  visit  Chicago  in  1950  will  be 
startling  to  many  Northern  Bap¬ 
tists.  But  it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind 
that  housing  messengers  for  a 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has 
become  a  major  problem.  Many 
have  grown  tired  of  standing  in 
line  for  long  periods  to  be  as¬ 
signed  a  room,  only  to  find  it  in 
aome  far-removed  outskirt  of  the 
city.  There  are  not  many  Southern 
cities  able  to  supply  10,000  rooms. 

“Also,  it  is  self-evident  that  the 
pattern  of  commity  between 
Northern  and  Southern  territory 
prevailing  up  to  recent  years  is 
breaking  down.  During  and  since 
the  war.  Southern  Baptists  have 
been  spilling  over  into  Northern 
states,  and  many  of  them  there 
have  a  nostalgia  for  their  own  type 
of  home  church. 

“This  is  leading  to  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  Southern  type  churches. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Convention  is  not  legally 
restricted  from  any  part  of  the 
United  States.  Neither,  for  that 
matter,  is  the  Home  Mission  So¬ 
ciety  of  the  Northern  Convention, 
which  lias  operated  and  still  sup¬ 
ports  institutions  in  Southern  ter¬ 
ritory. 

“It  appears  that  the  problem  of 
the  Southern  Convention  meeting 
in  Chicago  will  be  technical  ra¬ 
ther  than  fraternal.  At  first  sight. 

Northern  Baptists  will  be  puzzled 
and  perhajis  shocked  at  the  in¬ 
novation.  It  is  hoped  that  they  will 
quickly  recover  from  that  and 
realistically  recognize,  that,  whe¬ 
ther  they  want  it  qr  not.  they  are 
to  be  hosts  of  the  mightiest  Bap¬ 
tist  constituency  in  America. 

“Magnanimity  should  prevail. 

No  one  in  the  Chicago  area  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Northern  Conven¬ 
tion  should  become  ‘marked’  for 
giving  Christian  service  and  fel¬ 
lowship  to  the  hospitable  <x*ca- 
sion.

■HJPELO,  Jane  ft— Tupelo 
ministers  adopted  a  resolu¬ 
tion  Tuesday  calling  apon  the 
Mississippi- Alabama  Fair  and 
Dairy  Show  officials  to  elimi¬ 
nate  lewd  and  immoral 
■hows  and  gambling  devices” 
from  this  fall’s  midway  at¬ 
traction. 

The  announcement  of  the 
ministers’  action  was  made  by 
the  Rev.  L.  G.  Lord,  pastor  of 
the  First  Methodist  Church 
and  spokesman  for  the  pro¬ 
testing  group. 

Every  official  of  every  fair  and 
•very  law  enforcement  officer 
should  see  that  “lewd  and  immor¬ 
al  *hows  and  gambling  devices” 
are  eliminated  from  the  fair. 

AND  they  should  do  it  on  the 
first  day,  not  the  last.  We  recall 
that  on  two  occasions  in  Jackson 
gambling  devices  were  closed  up 
on  FRIDAY.  That  was  after  the 
gamblers  had  had  many  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  fleece  the  unwary.  If  It 
was  gambling  on  Friday,  it  was 
gambling  on  Monday;  if  it  was 
wrong  on  Friday,  it  was  wrong  on 
Monday.

Hurt,  Sr.,  Ga.,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  trustees  of  tlie 
Seminary.  Would  it  not  have  been 
better  to  refer  it  to  a  committee? 
The  other  is  too  much  like  ap¬ 
pointing  a  man  to  investigate  him¬ 
self. 

In  view  of  rumors  circulating 
here  and  there  touching  the  Semi¬ 
nary,  one  wishes  that  President 
Fuller  had  known  the  matter  was 
coming  up  ami  had  been  present 
and  had  told  the  Convention  to 
appoint  as  many  committees  as 
it  pleased  ’to  investigate  the  insti¬ 
tution.  A  statement  in  the  denomi¬ 
national  papers  would  he  a  fine 
way  to  meet  the  situation. 

Let  it  be  remembered,  however, 
that  rumors  are  not  proof.  There 
are  "liberal”  circles  which  look 
upon  the  Seminary  as  being  moss- 
backed  because  of  its  doctrinal 
conservatism.  We  have  heard 
President  Fuller  s|>eak  ami  preach 
many  times  at  conventions  and 
elsewhere.  Once  we  heard  him 
preach  through  an  entire  series  of 
revival  services.  We  have  never 
heard  anyone  sound  a  clearer  note 
'  than  he  did,  from  the  virgin  birth 
on  through  the  doctrinal  scale.  He 
denies  that  modernism  exists  in 
the  Seminary.  Therefore,  let  no 
one  simply  presume  that  the  in¬ 
stitution  is  guilty. 

Perhaps  in  the  case  of  Pastor 
Gibson,  as,  indeed,  in  the  case  of 
all  of  us,  a  thorough  investigation 
might  uncover  some  unfavorable 
things,  which  might  not.  however, 
justify  the  charge  of  modernism. 
That  may  lx*  true  of  the  Seminary, 
and  we  know  of  no  proof  to  the 
contrary.

On  July  6,  the  barn  on  the  Clarke 
College  farm  turned.  The  fire  was 
probably  caused  by  some  defect  in  the 
electrical  wiring  inasmuch  as  there 
was  no  green  hay  in  the  barn  at  that 
time.  Nothing  was  saved.  Ail  the 
farm  hands  were  in  the  field  and  Mrs. 
Carter,  wife  of  John  Carter,  the  head 
of  the  Agricultural  Department  and 
promoter  of  the  farm,  turned  in  the 
alarm.  Fortunately,  nearly  all  the 
equipment  was  being  used  in  the  field 
and  was  not  lost.  The  only  equipment 
lost  was  a  hay  mower  attachment  for 
a  Ford  truck,  a  slag  spreader,  and  all 
the  hand  tools.  There  was  a  loss  of 
about  150  bushels  of  oats,  25  bushels 
of  potatoes,  and  about  a  ton  of  slag, 
and  a  few  sacks  of  fertilizer.  The 
dairy  bam  standing  nearby  caught 
fire,  but  was  prevented  from  burning 
by  the  Newton  Fire  Department  and 
others. 

Loss  was  partially  covered  by  In¬ 
surance.  Plans  for  the  future  are  to 
rebuild  the  barn  using  what  insur¬ 
ance  money  there  is  coming  and  tim¬ 
ber  off  the  farm  land.

Psalms  tt,  23,  84.  These  song*  are  in 
series.  Someone  has  said:  “Psalms  82, 
83  and  84  bear  an  exceedingly  interest* 
ing  relation  to  one  another.  In  22,  Christ 
is  Ulfe  SAVIOUR,  in  23.  He  is  the  SHEP¬ 
HERD  and  in  84.  He  is  the  SOVEREIGN. 
Psalm  82  tells  of  Grace.  “Oh!  Tell  of 
His  might  and  sing  of  His  grace,  is  the 
heart  of  Psalm  82.  “Psalm  83“  (tells) 
of  Goidance.  and  84  of  Glory.  In  82  we 
see  the  Cross,  in  23.  the  Crook,  in  24, 
the  Crown.  Psalm  22  is  related  to  the 
Past.  83.  to  the  Present  and  24.  to  the 
Future.”  Here  is  what  our  Puritan  fa- 
•  thers  would  call  a  Body  of  Divinity,  and 
a  series  of  three  which  we  might  well 
caU  a  sacred  trilogy  of  the  triumph  of 
our  King.

Psalm  84.  How  very  often,  over  and 
again,  have  you  heard  some  dear  old 
brother  or  sister,  maybe  away  out  in 
the  country,  in  some  old  country  church, 
stand  in  the  meeting  for  prayer  and  say, 
“I  had  rather  be  a  doorkeeper  in  the 
house  of  God,  than  to  dwell  In  the  tents 
of  wickedness.”  I  do  not  know  how  to 
“teach”  this  Psalm.  There  it  is  to 
speak  for  itself!  To  teach  you  the  truth 
the  Lord  pat  into  its  words  for  you. 

..I  think  the  singers  began  singing  as 
they  stood  outside  the  temple  and  then 
moved  toward  it.  singing  as  they  ap¬ 
proached  It. 

In  fancy,  if  not  in  fuet  (and  I  think 
»  very  probable  that  there  was  a  depres¬ 
sion  in  the  street  between  the  point  of 
the  beginning  of  the  march  of  the  pro¬ 
cession  and  the  temple)  the  line  of 
march  passed  downward  a  bit  and  then 
began  an  ascent  to  the  gate  of  the  tem¬ 
ple  and  the  fervor  of  the  song  went  up 
with  them,  until  inside  the  temple  and 
at  the  loftiest  reach  of  their  joyous  ecs- 
tary  they  sang.  “Jehovah  God  is  a 
sun  and  shield.  .  .  .  No  good  thing  will 
be  withheld  from  them  that  walk  up¬ 
rightly.  O  Jehovah  of  hosts,  Blessed  Is 
the  man  that  trusteth  in  Thee.”

OLD  BAPTIST  WORKSHOP 
AT  MSCW  TO  BE  REPLACED 
BY  NEW  BRICK  BUILDING 


COLUMBUS — The  Baptist  Workshop 
at  M.  S.  C.  W.  which  for  25  years 
served  to  keep  Baptist  students  at  the 
college  In  touch  with  their  church, 
has  been  rased  and  In  iU  place  a 
handsome  brick  structure  will  be 
erected.  It  is  hoped  to  complete  the 
building  by  Septemebr  1. 

The  new  workshop  will  have  a  Co¬ 
lonial  portico  with  four  large  white 
pillars  and  a  tile  patio.  A  large 
lounge  with  four  prayer  rooms  will 
extend  the  width  of  the  building  in 
front.  A  corridor  section,  opening  into 
an  office  and  a  kitchen  on  one  side; 
a  library  and  council  room  on  the 
other.  At  the  back  a  large  auditorium 
with  a  big  stage  will  replace  the  “saw¬ 
dust"  room  of  the  old  edifice. 

Dr.  8.  R.  Woodson,  pastor  of  First 
Baptist  church,  stated  that  the  coat 
of  the  new  building  would  be  $26,000. 
He  said  it  would  be  arranged  that  a 
second  floor  could  be  added  if  the 
need  arises. 

The  first  workshop  at  M.  3.  C.  W. 
was  built  in  1924.  engineered  by  Dr. 
J.  D.  Franks,  then  pastor  of  First 
Baptist  church.  The  church  pioneered 
in  the  field  In  Columbus  and  the 
Baptist  was  the  first  denomination  to 
employ  a  student  secretary  at  the 
college. 

Before  Dr.  Franks  resigned  the  pas¬ 
torate  of  First  Baptist  to  work  with 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  he  sponsored  a  drive 
among  Baptists  of  the  state  to  ac¬ 
cumulate  funds  for  the  erection  of 
the  new  building.

He  has  no 
personal  projects  or  side  issues  to 
absorb  his  time,  but  will  devote  him¬ 
self  exclusively  and  assiduously  to  the 
task  of  making  the  department  of 
Jewish  evangelism  a  real  soul-win¬ 
ning  department. 

The  objective  of  the  program  he 
is  promoting  is  to  win  Jews  to  indi¬ 
vidual  profession  of  faith  in  Christ 
through  personal  contact  by  the 
members  of  our  churches  with  lndiv- 
ual  Jews.  It  is  not  a  program  for  so¬ 
liciting  money  from  oar  Baptist  peo¬ 
ple,  but  a  program  of  personal  service 
by  our  people.  The  members  in  our 
churches  who  are  interested  in  win¬ 
ning  the  Jews  to  Christ  will  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  do  so. 

This  is  the  New  Testament  method. 
It  is  the  only  way  we  will  ever  win 
our  Jewish  friends  to  accept  Christ. 
We  must  go  after  them  individually 
by  individuals.  It  is  designed  to  create 
good  will  between  the  members  of  .the 
churches  and  our  Jewish  friends.  The 
workers  will  be  urged  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  every  opportunity  to  in¬ 
crease  favorable  contacts  and  friend¬ 
ships  with  the  Jews,  and  to  cash  in 
on  these  friendships  for  Christ. 

Brother  Halbeck,  the  field  worker  of 
the  department  of  Jewish  evangelism, 
will  seek  to  co-operate  with  every 
agency  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  He  will  also  seek  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  every  organization  in  the 
church  —  Sunday  School,  Baptist 
Training  Union,,  i  Woman’s  f  Mis¬ 
sionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood— 
and  will  use  the  evangelistic  and 
missionary  organizations  already 
functioning,  such  as  the  evangelistic 


committee,  the  missions  committee, 
the  community  missions  committee, 
in  reaching,  winning,  and  enlisting 
our  Jewish  friends  for  Christ.  It  is  his 
purpose  to  get  the  members  of  our

and  Brother  Halbeck  will  work  to  en¬ 
list  the  resources  and  organizations 
already  existing  in  the  churches  with 
the  purpose  of  helping  the  members 
of  the  churches  to  become  personal 
soul-winners  among  the  Jews.  It  is 
designed  also  to  help  the  Jews  who 
accept  Christ  to  become  members  of 
our  churches  and  to  feel  at  home  in 
a  Christian  group. 

Our  strongest  churches  are  in  our 
cities  where  our  Jewish  people  live. 
The  members  in  these  churches  have 
an  opportunity  to  meet  the  Jews  as 
individuals  and  to  become  friendly 
with  them,  thus  opening  the  way  for 
personal  testimony  about  Christ.
